Item 4 CCPC Study on Overseas Intelligence Facilities 
CCPC recommendations for USIB consideration; Sponsor - 


General Reynolds 


During the 31 January Board meeting it was noted that 
USIB would provide a coordinated input on intelligence facilities to the Joint 
State-Defense Study Group under the direction of General Wood which was 
making a study to determine strategic base requirements for the 1970s. 
Accordingly, CCPC has submitted this study which projects for the next 
decade the intelligence base requirements with consideration given to 
intelligence needs, availability of foreign locations, and minimization of 
expenditures which contribute to an adverse balance of payments. CCPC is 
fully agreed upon this study except for Army footnotes on page 29a. 
General Reynolds recommends that: 
a. USIB note the study 
b. The DCI forward it to the Study Group for 
background use in its overall base study and 
c. The Board agree that the principles set forth 
in Section II, paragraph 9 be adopted as guidance for the intelligence 
community. These include further technical development, im- 
provement in Third Party arrangements, consolidation of facilities 
where practicable, withdrawal to U.S. territory where feasible, 
development of a strengthened intelligence community capability 
to examine the interrelationships of various collection means, 
elimination of marginal producers and movement toward internation- 
alization of some systems which derive information of international 
conceraf 25x" 
The CIA briefing note also recommends that Conclusion 6 
(page 29) concerning the priority that should be given the development of collection 
systems which arenotdependent upon overseas bases, be considered for adoption 
by the Board as guidance for appropriate elements of the community. 


NOTE: General Reynolds has also furnished you a 
proposed forwarding memorandum citing the sensitivity 
of the study, asking for its return for file in USIB, 
stating that short-term actions cannot be taken without 
special study in each instance, and requesting that the 
DCI be permitted to review and comment upon Study 
Group recommendations which would have an impact 

on our overseas intelligence capabilities. General 
Reynolds suggests you might wish to mention the general
